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SEC. 1226. UNTRUSTED COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT OR
SERVICES.

(a) IN GENERAL.—None of the amounts authorized
to be appropriated by this Act may be made available to
Ukraine until the Government of Ukraine certifies to the
Secretary of Defense, and the Secretary of Defense re-
ports to Congress, that the Government of Ukraine is
not—

(1) engaged in any contract with a provider of
untrusted communications equipment or service
owned, controlled, or operated by the People’s Re-
public of China or any subsidiary or agent thereof;
or

(2) utilizing any untrusted communications
equipment or service.

(b) UNTRUSTED COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT OR
SERVICE DEFINED.—The term ‘“‘untrusted communica-

tions equipment or service’” has the meaning given the
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I term “covered communications equipment or service” in
2 section 9 of the Secure and Trusted Communications Net-

  (a) In general None of the amounts authorized to be appropriated by this Act may be made available to Ukraine until the Government of Ukraine certifies to the Secretary of Defense, and the Secretary of Defense reports to Congress, that the Government of Ukraine is not—
  (1) engaged in any contract with a provider of untrusted communications equipment or service owned, controlled, or operated by the People’s Republic of China or any subsidiary or agent thereof; or
  (2) utilizing any untrusted communications equipment or service.
  (b) Untrusted communications equipment or service defined The term  untrusted communications equipment or service has the meaning given the term  covered communications equipment or service in section 9 of the Secure and Trusted Communications Networks Act of 2019 (47 U.S.C. 1608).
